SHOW DECLINE 


State Apportionment For 


1933 
Smallest 


Since 1917. 


Among the first completed tasks 


of Fuller Austin in his new status 
as research director for the state 
superintendent's office is the com- 
piling of an exhaustive statistical 
tabulation going back sixty years, 
showing the amounts of state ap- 
portionment money distributed oy 
the state of Nebraska each year to 
its common schools, and the source 
from which the money was derie\d 
In 1933 the two semi-annual allot- 


ments made on January 1 and July 
1 total $822.620. This is the small- 
est total since 
1917. when the 


schools received $761,155 from the 
state 
For intervening years, the 


apportionment funds varied from 
$906,962 in 1932. as a minimum, to 
$1.097,509 in 1923. the maximum. 


The 60-year showing begins with 


$208,370 disbursed in 1874. There 
was a gradual growth thereafter, 
with occasional setbacks during de- 
pression periods of the '70s and the 
'90s In 1880. the total was $270760, 
in 1890 it had increased to $563,680; 
m 1900, it went up to $693.206; In 
1910. 
it dropped back to $583.171; 


in 1920 the aggregate was $1.018.123; 
and In 1930 it stood at $1,051,871. 


The retrogression between 1900 


and 1910 took place during an era 
of low interest rates on bond in- 
vestments. 
The state still owns 
some Massachusetts and Mississinpi 
bonds bought during that period, 
bearing 3 and 3'i per* cent, which 
wil1 mature during the next few 
years. Most of its present invest- 
ments yield 4 to 6 per cent. 


However, the Income from school 


land leases has fallen off greatly in 
the last two or three years, making 
the total less than before 
Some 


bond Issues have also defaulted on 
principal and interest payments to 
the school fund. 
License revenue for the fund is 


considerably less than it used to be. 
The oeak of that item was reached 
in 1921 at $120311. In that year, 
the legislature changed the law pro- 
viding for fish and game licenses 
by substituting the word "permits," 
and thereby diverted all the money 
realized from that source from th? 
schools to the support of the fish 
and game department. Since then, 
other license funds have been t^ken 
away by the same method 
Last 


vear. the school fund realized only 
$54.158 from licenses or less than 
half as much as in 1921.

A Deadly Rat Army

In Pans, Dr. Calmette, scientist 


of the Pasteur institute, reports 
the growth of cancer in a white 
rat 
stopped by injecting venom 


from a cobra.' Cancer in the white 
rat succumbed after 12 Injections 
of venom, 10 of which, given all 
at once, would have caused death. 
This cancer treatment was discov- 
ered by Dr. Adolph Monae-Lesser, 
of New York. 


One poison offsets another. Sal- 


varsan treatment, which conquers 
one of the worst blood diseases, 
involves injecting arsenic into the 
tissues, enough to kill the germs, 
not enough to kill the patient.

THE LUXURY OF A RECALL 


ELECTION IN LINCOLN. 
r 


HAS been a bad two years for those holding 
public office. 
At the last 
municipal election, 


virtually a clean sweep took place in changing the 
personnel of the city commission Pour of the five 
old members were displaced in office, as the result 
of the campaign fires which were started by rival 
candidates. Now, the successful aspirants are get- 
ting a touch of the flame they kindled, with recall 
petitions out against them. Mayor Fenton Fleming, 
and his associates, Commissioners Oberlies, Doerr, 
and Harm, undoubtedly have a much better appre- 
ciation that it is far easier to criticise than it is to 
appease the fickle, whimsical currents 
of public 


opinion. 


The main inspiration for the recall movement di- 


rected against the commissioners centers upon un- 
fulfilled promises. All four of the newcomers in city 
government deny vigorously that they made any 
promises, either directly or indirectly, but somehow 
the impression prevails among certain 
groups of 


people that pledges were given. Probably what hap- 
pened was that hungry job hunters read into the 
statements and the utterances of the 
candidates 


what they wanted to see and hear. A skillful poli- 
tician frequently develops a positive genius in that 
direction. So it will be recognized that Mr. Flem- 
ing and his colleagues went into office 
carrying 


rather heavy burdens. They had waged an aggres- 
sive campaign and the notion was established firm- 
ly that there was to be a complete renovation of the 
city hall 


If people only had stopped to think, such an idea 


was preposterous. Conditions did not warrant it. 
While some innovations and changes may have been 
desirable In the methods of handling the affairs of 
Lincoln, the fact remains that this community had 
been favored with good government, that its busi- 
ness had been handled more efficiently, more eco- 
nomically, and more intelligently than in most com- 
munities of similar size, and that the tax burden, 
heavy because of the economic situation, was light 
In comparison to that carried by the citizens of most 
American municipalities. So those who voted in the 
belief there was to be a complete change, a com- 
plete right-about-face, a thorough sweeping, with a 
new and smiling countenance for every job, are mad, 
very mad, and they are out to recall those they put 
In office a few months ago and to install new men 
In their places. 


What will the sober, serious thinking citizens of 


Uncoln conclude with reference to this last develop- 
ment? A recall election may be classed as a lux- 
ury It involves the expenditure of $8000—$4.000 for 
a primary, and another $4000 for the final vote to 
settle the issue between the nominees. That is rath- 
er a pretty price to pay for dissatisfaction, discon- 
tent, and restlessness. It is too much of taxpayers" 
funds to spend for the gratification of the whims of 
a group, which, bluntly, has no further end in mind 
than effecting a change. The community has done 
the best It could In meeting the problems of unem- 
ployment. It has sought to alleviate suffering and 
to soften hardship. It has not succeeded in every 
instance, and it must be recognized that under the 
trying conditions which have prevailed for so long, 
Inevitably there will be resentment and bitterness. 
These problems will not be cured by recalling the 
new members of the commission. They have found 
out since taking office that the problems of city 
government are far more complicated 
than they 


realized, and were others to be placed in their posi- 
tions, the sobering effects of responsibility and au- 
thority would result in the same fashion. 


B Is folly to put this community to the expense 


of more elections when every penny that can be 
collected will be needed urgently for the purpose of 
aiding people in distress. The $8,000 which the re- 
call election would require will go a considerable way 
toward furnishing; food, clothing, and fuel for de- 
serving people. Those who ire being exploited in 
the request that they sign these petitions for recall 
should give thought to that phase of it 
Mean- 


while. It Is time for the commission to develop har- 
monious action among its members and to proceed 
to give this city the type of administration it has 
enjoyed for so many years. 


UP TO LINCOLN AND OMAHA. 


T 


HE impression prevails in outstate portions of 


Nebraska that Omaha and Lincoln are intent 


upon gobbling up the major portion of funds to be 
expended in Nebraska under the Roosevelt nation- 
al recovery progiam. Speaking for this community, 
this newspaper denies that any such plan exists. It 
is true that an Omaha delegation visited Governor 
Bryan and presented claims for 
public improve- 


ments in Omaha and in Douglas county. It is a 
fact that in urging these develooments, the state- 
ment was made that a very substantial slice of the 
state's population was centered in and around Oma- 
ha, and that, utilizing it as a yardstick to determine 
expenditures, a considerable portion of the funds 
should be spent there. 


With that, there can be vigorous dissent. 
Omaha and Lincoln have a magnificent oppor- 


tunity both to be fair and magnanimous in recogniz- 
ing the claims of the remainder of the state. If 
there is to be any pulling backward or leaning for- 
ward, it would be far better for both communities 
to show a spirit of generosity toward other .commu- 
nities—to lean forward just a little bit in helping 
them enjoy the same development which has taken 
place in both cities. The roads in Douglas county 
are paved, and the mam highways leading into Lin- 
coln are paved. They were the first to be developed 
permanently, because of the heavy population and 
the added traffic resulting from it. It is not go- 
ing to help either Omaha or Lincoln for the idea to 
become rooted out in the state that the spirit of the 
two largest cities in Nebraska is utterly selfish and 
utterly indifferent toward the hopes and the am- 
bitions of other Nebraska communities. 


Such is not the real feeling of the majority of 


Omaha and Lincoln citizens. It is true there is na- 
tural civic pride in each center 
There is the de- 


sire for growth and development, but there is the 
realization that the permanence of them depends 
completely upon strides made by the vast territories 
adjoining each 
Neither can look forward to sta- 


bility, to continued progress, to advancement, unless 
the entire state moves ahead. We urge this view 
because it is important at a time when the press 
and the pinch of unemployment and the relief it 
necessitates becomes greater in the more thickly 
populated places and tends to provoke a short- 
sighted, rather than a long time, view, It should 
be recognized that until every section of Nebraska 
is equipped with good roads, the most urgent re- 
quirement is that work shall be pushed in those lo- 
calities now handicapped. That expresses the view 
of the people of Lincoln 
toward the rest of the 


state and we believe it is a sound one.

r iS a strange paradox that public recognition of 


Ex-Congressman 
Gilbert M. Haugen of Iowa 


should rest largely upon legislation in which he met 
defeat. 
The aged lawmaker, a political victim of 


the democratic landslide last November, who suc- 
cumbed to heart disease in Northwood, his home, 
Tuesday, in reality had a record of accomplishment 
to his credit, largely blotted out because of the fierce 
controversy which waged around the farm bill of 
which he was one of the co-authors 


Mr. Haugen represented a constituency deeply in- 


terested in and highly dependent upon the dairy In- 
dustry. He was the author of the act defining but- 
ter and providing standards therefor, and he was 
the sponsor of the oleomargarine amendment to 
protect the producer of butter from competition from 
substitutes made from imported ingredients. That 
measure alone served to save the dairy industry of 
America—one of the bulwarks of American agricul- 
ture—from ruin resulting from an inundation of 
vegetable oils to be manufactured into substitutes 
for real butter. 


Mr. Haugen sponsored and succeeded in securing 


approval of a series of laws regulating 
commerce 


and livestock, and of an act to permit collective bar- 
gaining by farmers co-operative associations, each, 
it was delieved at the time, being essential to th« 
farm people. 


For thirty-four years, he represented his district in 


congress, and he held the record for the longest 
continuous membership in the lower house of the 
national assembly. It was a measure of the esteem 
and affection that his people held for him, of his 
shrewd and uncanny political sense to weather every 
passing storm which took place in American politics 
from 1898 on; and it was likewise a measure of the 
violent bloodless revolution 
through 
which Iowa 


passed last November to find him supplanted by an- 
other.
